WHAT HAVE TSEX DONE/

NeAily a twelvemonth has- elapsed 
since tlio existing Local Governiuciit 
took ollk'o. During; lliut perio;! we 
aiay safely cluini that they have been 
accorded wlint Ihoy asked — Fair Tlay 
by thsir oinioiieiUs. 'I'iioy iuivi' had 
an opportunity of showing the sort of 
mettle of which they are made. Tliey 
havo had a chance of grappling with 
■largo and important questions, of over- 
coming diflicultiea which their predeces- 
sors for want of means found insur- 
mountable, and of placing tiie relationa 
of the Province witli the Dominion on 
an amicable and satisfactory footing. 
They were strong, popular and tru.sted. 
In place of an Ottawa Govornmont 
aupposed to be hostile to the speedy 
coma^encen^ent of railway construction 
in the Pacific Province they have had to 
deal with a Government wliich is avow- 
etljy friendly to the great scheme of 
transcontinental railway construction 
and under whose sheltering wing the 
Province found a nestlinu-jjlacc as a 
political and integral part of tlie Con- 
federacy. These, it will be admitted, 
were tremendous odds in favor of tlic 
new Government. The cards they helil 
were all trumps, and after their jiro- 
fessions of ability and parnestno:,3 be- 
fore taking otlice it was expected that 
the hands would be played with con- 
summate skill. r>ut where is evidence 
to be found that the ocoupant.s of the 
Treasury honches possess tlie slightest 
knowledge of the game of i)olities; that 
they have taken advantage of the tide 
which they caught at the flood and 
steered tlio Province on to a haven of 
prosperity and greatness? There is 
none whatever. They liave succeeded 
in getting nothing that they started out 
to get. Tiicy have lost the Island rail- 
way, which Sir C'iiAni.Es Tuppeu plain- 
ly informs the country Vancouver Is 
land will have to build lierself or go 
without. They have done even worse: 
Thev have thrown away the chance 
they once liad of securing a money- 
compensation in lieu of the road. Tiiey 
and their organs turned up their little 
noses at the hare mention of "compen- 
sation," and now they liavo lost both 
jfoad and cor.ipruijalioii ! T!ioii thorn 
is the drydock. Tlio advent of the ex- 
isting Goveriniieut to olllce wa.s a sig- 
nal for the .stoppage of work on tiio 
cofferdam. Tlie five hundred men wliom 
Mr. Walkem promised to have at work 
on the drydock before tlio 1st of Au- 
gust, 187;">, are still, like the eni- 
bryotic infant of M liich he discours- 
ed 80 learnedly in 1877, in the womb 
of futurity.

And what does 
his subordinate do/ He secures poss- 
ession of the warrant, locks it in the 
safe and refuses to pay it or recognize 
the authority of Iu.h chief!!

607 yet to be collected. Actainst tins the 
liabilities of the Corporation arc sot down 
at ?40,807, which leaves a balance of 
82,700 at tlie disposal of the Qouncil after 
having paid off the indebtedness of the 
old Council, which amounts to 881OOO. 
In the event of the non-payment of this 
indebtedness the Council will have .'?10,- 
700 to oipontl before the end of the pre- 
sent year. 

Coun. Williams liopcd tho Council 
would not be deeper in debt at the expira- 
tion of the year than when they took of- 
fice. Ho thought the Act making Coun- 
cillors individually responsible for over- 
expenditure a very unfair piece of legisla- 
tion and ho would make eflbrts next ses- 
sion of tho legislature to have it repealed. 

Coun. McLean hoped that Cmm. 
Williams would do no such thing, as the 
Act was a very necessary safeguard against 
tho misappropriation of the city revenue. 

After further discussion the atatonient 
.os.read was adopted.

, Ooun. Walker said that as tho funds 



appeared to be short and as there was no 
immediate employment for tho City Sur- 
veyor ho would move that hia services be 
dispensed with.

WOODEN nUlLDINQS. 

The Council then went into committee 
of tho whole to consider Councillor 
Home's By-law to prohibit the erection of 
wooden buildings in such part of the city 
as shall bo declared within the the limits. 

Coun. Rome explained'that tho object 
of the by-law was to render future im- 
provements in that portion of tho city 
designated of a safer and more permanent 
character. In every other city of any 
pretensions a by-law having a .-iimilar ob- 
ject in view, but with much more string- 
ent provisions, existed. It might possibly 
operate harshly in individual cases, but 
that should not bo permitted to stand in 
the way of the public good. It was a great 
shame that -Aretched wooden shanties 
should he permitted to exist or to be 
erected ti> tlie danger and in the innuedi- 
ate vicinity of buildings of a substantial 
character. Ho moved the second reading 
of tho by-law. 

Seconded by Councillor Walkei'. 

Coun. Wilfiama thought tho by-law 
premature and moved that it be laid over 
for six months, when the railway migh I 
be commenced. 

Coun. Mansell thought the city scarcely 
ready for such a by-law and seconded the 
amendment, which was lost. 

Tlio second reading of tho by-law was 
then deferred one week and the Council 
adjourned.

fJood, cutting and wounding, 3 years' 
penal servitude; the Thouqison Brothers, 
forcible entry and as.sault, each to pay a 
fine of 850 and find sureties to keep the 
peace for 1 year, in default a month's im- 
priaonment. This concluded tho busineii.'i 
of the Assi/.es.

Tlie boy led tho animal with ,t rope, one 
end of which ho passed around her liorns, 
tho oUier around his shoulders and arms. 
The heifer was a quite and gentle beast, 
but on p.assing McKeover's hotel a dog 
rushed out and frightened her and she 
immediately started o'l' on a run. The 
hoy was throAVU to the ground by the sud- 
den movement and after being dragged 
along for several yards, his head camo in 
contact with a stump, which doubtless 
was his death-blow.
